Berlin, Jan. 14.—The government 
last night proclaimed martial law 
in all sections of Germany follow­ 
ing the mob demonstration that af­ 
ternoon, in which at least ten per­ 
sons were killed and many others 
wounded by machine gun fire from 
guards iii front of the reichstag 
building. 
Gustave Noske, minister of de­ 
fense, has been appointed comman­ 
der in chief of the Greater Berlin 
district and Brandenburg province. 
Street parades, meetings and de­ 
monstrations of all kinds have been 
prohibited. 
Tonight Noske’s troops 
placed 
riflemen with a barbed wire cordon 
throughout the downtown streets. 
The reidhstag square was given a 
reinforced control. 
The Wilhelm- 
strasse was barred to all traffic and 
the government building was vir­ 
tually inaccessible except to those 
employed there. 
The members of 
the assembly were not disturbed 
and they left the building after ad­ 
journment was taken. 
The government admits the loss 
of one member of the troops of 
guards killed in the fighting while 
several are missing. 
The big oak- 
paneled door, winch gives access to 
the west wing of the reischstag 
building was smashed during the 
rush. It was the prompt resistance 
of the public security troops on 
guard 
that 
prevented 
ingresss, 
which would have resulted in the 
invasion of the chamber by the 
mob. 
Through this door a large 
calibre bullet fired from ranks of 
the mob found its way and also 
passed into a second door of the 
lobby crow'dect with members. 
Large Number Wounded. 
Paris (Havis Agency), Jan. 14 — 
Martial law has been declared 
throughout Germany with 
excep­ 
tion of Bavaria, Saxony, Wuerttem- 
berg and Baden, according to Ber­ 
lin advices. Dispatches from Berne 
say that during the demonstration 
before the reichstag building in 
Berlin yesterday 
two 
policemen 
were killed and two are missing. 
Ten others were wounded. Twenty 
members of the crowd attempting 
to rush into the building were kill­ 
ed and forty wounded.

Big processions passed 
along the streets, converging into 
the Koenigsplatz from all quarters 
Numerous factories closed, 
The demonstrators bore flags iii 
scribed, “We demand an unrestrict­ 
ed workers’ councils bill.” 
Numerous speeches were deliv­ 
ered from the steps of the Reich­ 
stag pretesting against the bill in 
its present form. 
The street car 
service was partly suspended, the 
men being on sftrike. 
The public security police re­ 
stricted themselves to guarding the 
reichstag with strong forces. 
Plundering on a large scale oc­ 
curred in the occupied tow-n of Ob- 
erhaesen. 
Men stormed the town 
hall, seized arms, threw the ar­ 
chives into the street and stripped 
the shops. 
The disturbances spread to the 
villages of Marseboh and Bruck- 
hausen. where the plunderers used 
firearms against the police. Order 
bas not yet been restored.

Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 14.—At 
a banquet given by the State High­ 
way Board here last night to em- 
ployes of the department and var­ 
ious men prominently^ 
connected 
w'ith plans for better highways in 
the state, Gov. Gardner explained 
the plan under which the state can 
issue $60,000,000 of bonds for road 
improvement purposes, and 
not 
only pay off the principal and in­ 
terest within thirty years from the 
receipts into the road fund, but 
have a surplus left of $5,000,000 for 
maintenance of the highways. 
The governor submitted a table 
w'hich he had prepared and upon 
w'hich he had spent several days of 
study. 
His plan proposes that the 
first bonds shall be issued in the 
sum of $5,000,000 in 1922, and fol­ 
lowed by issues of $10,000,000 each 
in 1923, 1924. 1925, 1926 and 1927. 
and $5,000,000, the last issued, in 
1928. 
From 1923 to 1951 he esti­ 
mates the total receipts into the 
road fund under the laws as they 
now' exist at $102,500,000. 
In all. 
the state would pay out in principal 
and interest over the period of 
thirty years the sum of $97,500,000 
!and w'ould have a balance of $5,- 
000.000 left. 
In making his estimates it ap­ 
pears that the Governor was very 
conservative, for he does not count 
upon any increase in resources to 
the fund after 1924, when the total 
receipts would be $3,450,000. Auto

In 1917 the receipts from 
automobile 
licenses 
were 
$517,- 
942.50: in 1918 the total receipts 
from the same source were 
$1, 
394.752.19: and last year they were 
51,725,076.70.

THREE U, S. HEROES

AFRIQUE SANK

Paris, Jan. 14.—A dispatch from 
Naples to the Havas Agency says 
that fishing boats have brought In 
bodies of 
persons 
who 
perished 
when the French steamer Afriqim, 
carrying 656, 
sank 
in the Bay' of 
Biscay and that among the bodies 
were three American soldiers who 
had been decorated. 
The exact number of persons lost 
w'hen the steamer, from Bordeaux 
to Dakar, sank is pot known. The 
ship sank after a struggle to keel* 
afloat since Saturday, when she 
sprang a leak during a storm. 
The 
steamer 
Cevian 
landed a 
number of passengers from the 
Afrique at La Palliee last night, tic- 
cording to advices to 
the 
Matin. 
Others w'ere 
placed 
on shore at 
Port Rochefort. 
Previous informa­ 
tion had been that the Cevian pick­ 
ed up tw'o of the Afrique’s boats 
with twenty-six occupants. 
Rafts 
with survivors also were seen aft et 
the Afrique went down. 
The Afrique carried 
465 passen 
gels .including 192 colored French 
colonials, with a crew of about IOO. 
The heavy list of the Afrique made 
the launching of lifeboats and rafts 
most difficult and the sea was so 
rough that the Ceylan was unable 
to pass a line to the steamer. 
It was said at the company’s of­ 
fice that 
most of the 
passengers 
were of French nationality.

Ambassador Wallace today* inform­ 
ed the council that if its decision 
with respect to the award was filial 
the United States w'ould waive bs 
claim to any part of the indemnity. 
State department officials w'ould 
not explain the American 
govern­ 
ment’s objection to the settlement, 
but it was recalled that from th* 
first the American representative at 
the Peace Conference have favored 
the

Cultures produced from sufferers 
from the disease have been inject­ 
ed into rabbits and guinea pigs at 
the state health department labor­ 
atory here and some reaction is 
expected by tonight or tomorrow 
morning. 
Dr. A. J. Ilinkleman, di­ 
rector of the laboratory, declared 
today that -the epidemic is not new. 
Similar epidemics occurred iii 
Galesburg, 111., in Janisary, 1915; 
in Milwaukee and Indianapolis in 
the early winter of 1916 and in Pe­ 
oria. 111., in February, 1918, he said. 
In all these towns the symptoms 
were exactly similar to those exper­ 
ienced by victims of the epidemic 
iii Oklahoma and Kansas. 
Three cases of the malady were 
reported late last night from Shaw­ 
nee. 
The disease was defined today as 
“winter cholera,” by Dr. A. R. Lew­ 
is. state health commissioner, and 
he.predicted it would become state 
wide. 
Dr. Lewis says it is the re­ 
sult of heavy snow and the cold 
weather. 
He fears a seige of ty­ 
phoid fever will follow the disease.
